Global : Opportunities . Await 
‘US. M.L. Cooke Says in Study

REAT opportunities exist today for American investors, engi- 
neers and technicians.to start sound development works in many 
parts of the world, Morris Llewellyn Cooke writes in a 96-page 


study, “Groundwork for Action,” ¢he third publication in the 
Public Affairs Iristitute’s series on Point Four potentialities and 


problems. 

Cooke’s contribution is in 
many an area-by-area 
handbook detailing the needs of 
underdeveloped nations, and is 
expected to be useful to Ameri- 
cans interested in global oppor- 
tunities. It spells out one phase 
of the Inbtitute’s 50-year 500 bil- 
lion dolar plan of international 
assistance to these nations, which 
was announced two weeks ago.

The House already has passed the 
Harris bill, which would amend the Natu- 
“ral Gas Act of 1938 to eliminate Federal 
Power Commission jurisdiction over the 
sale of natural gas to pipeline companies 
for transmission in interstate commerce.
